Mangum Named N. Y. Police License Chief 

Former 7th Deputy Commissioner Robert Man- 
gum was appointed commissioner of the New York 
police department’s division of licensing and became 
the highest Negro policy-level police official in the 
United States. 

Under the department’s new reorganization pro- 
gram, Mangum, a civilian official appointed last 
January, will supervise a 200-man staff, handle an 
annual budget in excess of $1,500,000 and will con- 
trol issuance of an estimated 105,000 permits a year. 
The licenses cover taxi¢abs, cabarets, dance halls 
and firearms. 

Besides heading the licensing division, Mangum, a 
32-year-old law school graduate, will continue his 
work in community relations and with the New York 
police academy where he advises on curriculum. 
Mangum, who replaced former newspaper columnist 
Billy Rowe as 7th Deputy Commissioner, is expected 
to get a boost in salary. 
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House Group Votes $8 Million For Howard U. 

A budget of $8,600,000 was approved for Howard Uni- 
versity by the House appropriations committee and sent to 
the House for passage. The sum is an increase of $6,123,000 
above the current appropriation and $1,200,000 above the 
estimate submitted by President Eisenhower in his budget 
message. The budget boost followed a plea from Howard 
President Mordecai Johnson, who said the university was 
not getting sufficient funds from the administration. 


Negro Barber Sued In Ohio Civil Rights Suit 

An Athens, Ohio, Negro barber who conducted an all- 
white business was sued for $500 by three Ohio University 
students who charged that he refused to cut their hair. 
The suit against Carl F. Bell was the first civil rights suit 
ever filed in the state against a Negro, the NAACP re- 
ported. Two white barbers were also sued. 


Fire Guts Home Of Founder Of Cotton Jubilee 

An early morning blaze, believed started by a television 
set, gutted the $40,000 Memphis home of Dr. R. Q. Ven- 
son, founder of the Memphis cotton makers jubilee, and 
Mrs. Venson. Dr. Venson is confined to Kennedy Veterans 
Hospital with second and third degree burns. Mrs. Ven- 
son and her nephew, Pvt. Quincy A. Johnson of Camp 
Gordon, Ga., who discovered the fire and aroused the 
family, escaped injury. 





Girl, 7, Lives 20 Minutes In Car Under Water 

A seven-year-old girl, trapped for more than 20 
minutes in a car that plunged into backwaters of 
the Tennessee River, drowning two occupants, was 
found alive by amazed police who pulled the car 
from the water. Police said the girl, Florine Fuqua, 
survived the accident near Decatur, Ala., because 
of a pocket of air in the roof of the car. Two other 
occupants were injured. When taken to a hospital, 
where she was treated for shock, the first thing the 
girl asked for was ice cream.

‘Ma’ Sanders Strikes It Rich Through Jet Story 
Mrs. Millie (Ma) Sanders, heroine of World War II’s 
Philippines guerilla fighting who almost lost her Pasa- 
dena, Calif., home when she could not keep up payments, 
appeared as a guest on the television show, Strike It Rich, 
as a result of JET’s story and won a $500 jackpot. The 
May 20 JET article, which told how 62-year-old Mrs. 
Sanders ran into financial troubles after suffering a 
stroke, was read by the CBS-TV program’s producers, who 
invited her to fly to New York and appear on the program. 


First Negro In 70 Years Runs For Ark. Legislature 

Wiley Brandon, a Pine Bluff, Ark., lawyer, announced 
his candidacy for the state legislature and became the 
first Negro to seek such a post since Reconstruction. 
Brandon is a graduate of the University of Arkansas 
law school. Meanwhile, in Reidsville, N. C., Rev. E. D. 
Owens was defeated in his campaign for city council. 
He was the first Negro to seek a public post in the town 
since Reconstruction. 











2-YEAR NAACP PROJECT TO DOUBLE 


NAACP leaders hope to woo more than 1,250,000 addi- 
tional Dixie Negroes to the polls in the next two years and 
thereby double the South’s Negro vote. 

The ambitious project covers 13 states, all of which have 
low Negro registrations, and is geared to wipe out restric- 
tions which have kept the area’s combined Negro vote to 
about 1,200,000 voters, a little more than a fifth of the po- 
tential 5,225,000 Negro voters. 

The short-range purpose of the drive, according to Henry 
Lee Moon, NAACP political specialist, is to gain “greater 
political influence for Negroes in the South.” A strong 
Negro vote, he says, could elect, for the first time in Dixie, 
liberal candidates, both locally and nationally. He stated 
there are 14 congressional districts in the South in which 
Negroes now constitute 40 per cent or more of the poten- 
tial vote. “Sooner or later,’ Moon declared, “Negro con- 
gressmen will be elected from some of these districts.” 

Since the late 1800s, when the Ku Klux Klan crushed a 
sizeable race vote, Negroes have steadily gained in number 
at Dixie’s ballot boxes. In recent years, sparked by US. 
Supreme Court decisions outlawing white primaries, Ne- 
groes have elected members of their own race to Dixie 
school bc&urds and minor political offices in many sections. 

At present, the biggest drawbacks to Negro voting are 
poll taxes in five states (Alabama, Arkansas, Texas, Mis- 
sissippi and Virginia), mob violence and delaying tactics 
of vote registration officials. 

For instance, one question asked by Mississippi officials 
of Negroes was: “How many bubbles in a bar of soap?” 

Despite FBI probes, violence is a major factor in dis- 
couraging Negroes to register to vote in many states. 
There are reported instances of physical violence, in- 
timidation and reprisals stemming from Negro registra- 
tion. In Alabama, a Negro who carried a carload of 
Negroes to the register, found his home damaged and was 
haled in court and fined $100 on a minor charge.

To accelerate the march to the polls, NAACP vote drive 
leaders hope to capitalize on encouraging more Negroes 
to run for office and instituting campaigns against some 
of the South’s most notorious race-baiting politicians. 
Both campaigns have paid off in the past for Negroes of 
several states, such as Georgia and Louisiana. 

The largest number of the South’s Negro voters (205,- 
000) is found in Texas, the state in which the NAACP’s 
first suits were filed to break down voting barriers. How- 
ever, the NAACP hopes to register 300,000 voters (three 
times the present figure) in North Carolina. 

The most difficult vote drives are anticipated in Missis- 
sippi, Georgia and Alabama, all of which have predomi- 
nantly Negro counties, but few registered Negro voters. 


Goals Of NAACP Vote Drive 
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Nigerian Leader Arrives For 18-Day U. S. Visit 
Dr. Nnamdi Azikiwe, Nigerian newspaper publisher who 
may become his country’s first African prime minister, 
arrived in the United States for an 18-day visit, during 
which he will attempt to interest U. S. businessmen in 
investing money in his country. Dr. Azikiwe, accom- 
panied by his personal advisor, Louis Philip Ojukwu, will 
visit in New York and Philadelphia, then meet with gov- 
ernment officials in Washington. He will attend com- 
mencements at Lincoln and Howard universities.

Julian Steele, 47-year-old town moderator of West New- 
bury, Mass., was named a $8,500-a-year member of the 
Massachusetts parole board by Gov.

West Point Graduates 3, Annapolis 1 

Three Negro cadets, including the son of the Army’s 
highest-ranking Negro officer, were graduated from West 
Point Military Academy while a Negro midshipman re- 
ceived a bachelor of science degree instead of ensign’s 
bars at the U. S. Naval Academy at Annapolis. The West 
Pointers include Hugh G. Robinson, 21, son of Col. James 
H. Robinson, top Negro Army officer, of Washington; Le- 
roy C. Turner, 23, of St. Albans, N. Y.; and Ronald B. 
Lee, 21, of Springfield. Mass. Midshipman John Dempsey 
Raiford, 25, of East St. Louis, Ill., only Negro in the 1954 
class and fourth in naval history slated for graduation, 
was awarded a B.S. degree at Annapolis and ordered dis- 
charged immediately from the Navy. Academy officials 
discovered Raiford was involved in a “quickie” marriage 
10 years ago in violation of regulations. 


Top Negro NLRB Lawyer Given Firing Notice 
Elbert C. Robinson, 35, one of two top-ranking Negro 
lawyers on the staff of the National Labor Relations 
Board in Washington, was given notice of dismissal ef- 
fective June 30, JET learned. No reasons were given for 
the firing. A 61-year NLRB veteran, Robinson, a Howard 
University law school graduate, said he was considering 
filing discrimination charges because of his ouster. The 
other NLRB lawyer is Arthur Christopher. 





Veteran Who Killed 3 Miss. Whites Ruled Insane 

A sharp-shooting Mississippi veteran, Eddie Noel, who 
shot to death three white men and wounded three others 
following an argument with a white storekeeper last 
January, was adjudged insane by doctors at the state 
hospital at Whitfield. Noel, an expert marksman who 
kept in form by shooting matchsticks from between his 
wife’s teeth, had vowed: “I'll take four white men to hell 
with me.” 


8 Women Ask To Share Teacher’s $25,000 Estate 
Eight women, three of whom claim to be nieces, sought 
shares in the $25,000 estate of a well-known Baton Rouge, 
La., schoolteacher, Mrs. Doretha Wilbert, who died after 
an 18-month illness without leaving a will.

The boycott was ordered by the Ugandan National Con- 
gress in protest to the exile several months ago of the 
province’s kabaka (native ruler).

British Plan Major Campaign Against Mau Mau

tic measures against the still-effective anti-white cult. 
Such a move, the officials said, would permit the use of 
weapons such as flame throwers and the razing of vil- 
lages considered friendly to the Mau Maus. Martial law 
might also be imposed. Despite the death of 4,750 Mau 
Mau suspects in 18 months of police action, morale among 
the estimated 16,000 active cult fighters was reported 
high.

Texas Governor’s Son Attends Mixed School 

Texas Governor Allan Shivers’ 14-year-old son, 
John, has been attending Saint Edward’s University 
High School in Austin, with three Negro students 
for the past school year, it was disclosed by school 
officials. Brother Elmo Bransby, president, said the 
school “had no reason” to maintain segregation. 
He added that Negroes applied for admission last 
fall for the first time and that four other Negroes 
attend college classes at Saint Edward’s. Two other 
private schools in Austin, the Cerebral Palsy Center 
and the Austin Nursery School also admit Negroes. 
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Baltimore School Board Votes To End Segregation 
Baltimore’s board of school commissioners voted unani- 
mously to end Jim Crow in city schools beginning Sep- 
tember and asked the department of education to map 
steps to be followed. The move was in line with the U. S. 
Supreme Court decision banning Jim Crow in schools. 


Negro Coed Edits St. Louis University Yearbook 
Murial Phillips, a St. Louis University student, became 

the first girl and the first Negro ever appointed editor- 

in-chief of Archives, the university’s year book. 


50 Tenn. Whites, Negroes Battle Over Jim Crow 

A free-for-all between 50 Negroes and whites broke out 
in Walter Hill, Tenn., after a white man told a Negro 
his children would not go to the town’s all-white school. 
Massed in front of a grocery store, the two groups staged 
a pitched battle in which two Negroes—Bob Malone, 33, 
and Ida Watkins, 40—and an unidentified white man 
were injured. It was the South’s first racial disturbance 
since the U. S. Supreme Court’s anti-segregation ruling.

The 
sorority is a professional organization of Negro teachers. 
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Shotgun Blasts Rip Homes Of Cleveland Policy Kings 

Two kingpins in Cleveland’s multi-million dollar num- 
bers rackets, Daniel Boone and William Seawright, were 
placed under protective arrest after shotgun blasts ripped 
through the front doors and windows of their homes. 
Police arrested 11 known rackets men in a move to 
stave off a full-scale “policy war.” Neither Boone, who 
last year paid a $28,000 tax claim in cash, nor Seawright, 
would give any reason for the attack. 


Sentence 4 Who Figured In $160,000 Treasury Theft 

James R. Landis, the 29-year-old Bureau of Engraving 
employee who stole $160,000, and three of the four per- 
sons who admitted complicity in the theft, were given 
jail terms and fines in Washington, D. C., district court. 
Landis, who masterminded the theft, was sentenced to 
three to nine years and fined $10,000.

Chicago Suspect, 28, Admits 100 Rapes, 2 Murders 
A 28-year-old Chicagoan, Leroy Jackson Jr., who was 
arrested as a suspect in the rape of a 39-year-old house- 
wife, admitted at least 100 attacks on women since he 
was 16 and confessed to two unsolved Chicago murders. 
The two murder victims, Mrs. Louise Jackson (no rela- 
tion) , 52, and Edgar Sanders, 45, were attacked by Jack- 
son in April. Police said Jackson, who admitted eight 
years of “housebreaking and ravishing and robbing at 
gunpoint all over the city,” began 12 years ago by raping 
young girls in alleys and forcing them to count to 5,000 
before calling police. He was arrested on a suburban bus 
shortly after a housewife had reported being raped and 
robbed of $15 in her home. 


Slayer, 13, and Pal, 15, Escape Ark. Reformatory 

A 13-year-old Little Rock, Ark., boy, Theophilous Arm- 
stead, who shot to death a college coed during a robbery 
attempt last January, was one of two teen-age inmates 
who escaped from a boys’ reformatory at Wrightsville. 
Armstead and Napoleon Hinton, 15, escaped by removing 
an iron window guard from a bathroom window and 
climbing out. 


Texas Cop Kills Self, Was ‘Fingered’ By Dope Peddler 

A Houston vice squad detective, M. H. Billnitzer, com- 
mitted suicide at police headquarters as a result of testi- 
mony given by Earl Voice, 40, a Negro dope peddler who 
said he had been supplied with narcotics by officers. 
Voice told Federal agents that after officers Billnitzer, 
J. T. Conley and E. H. Bennett found 170,000 capsules of 
dope (valued at $7.50 per capsule) which he had hidden, 
they offered to sell it back to him for $5,000. Investiga- 
tors learned that the $525,000 dope cache was never pub- 
licly reported, but was kept by vice squad chief Foy 
(Junior) Melton in his office desk while about $5,000 
worth was turned over to Police Chief L. D. Morrison. 
After questioning by Federal agents, Billnitzer shot him- 
self to death and Melton and another officer, Sidney B. 
Smith, were fired.

7 WHY HUSBANDS 


When members of an AME church 
in the Midwest received word that a 
well-known presiding bishop would 
probably be appointed to their di- 
ocese, ministers’ wives in the area 
rushed to set themselves straight 
with the bishop’s wife to assure his 
good graces for their husbands. 
Church folks knew the bishop’s career, as well as his 
household, was governed by his petite, rock-willed help- 
mate. The imposing churchman was a henpecked husband. 

Henpecking, explains Dr. Edward Dalton, New York’s 
Park Avenue psychiatrist, is a give-away symptom of a 
personality disorder. The wife who rides her husband, he 
says, is a frustrated, unhappy woman, dissatisfied with 
herself, her husband, and her lot. 

Moreover, the Negro psychiatrist explains, wives hen- 
peck because: 1) they feel husbands are not making 
enough money; 2) are not occupying a sufficiently im- 
portant position in the community; 3) are not as aggres- 
Sive as they should be. Main offenders, the psychiatrist 
observes, are emotionally immature or insecure wives 
who have confused love with absolute possession, demand 
hour-by-hour demonstrations of undying affection. 

The antics of these women have provided some of the 
most amusing gossip. A case in point is that of a prom- 
inent southern gentleman who seldom goes to dances 
because his wife insists on selecting his dancing partners. 
Friends laughingly claim he has a mental list of wife- 
approved names, complete with the number of times he 
may trip the light fantastic with the same lady. 

Another case is that of a two-fisted operator of a 
Houston night spot who cannot talk to a woman over his

home telephone. His wife answers all 
telephone rings, makes short shift of 
females who inquire for her husband. 

Similarly, a henpecked husband in 

Philadelphia has exactly 27 minutes al- 
lotted to him for the trip from his office 
to his home. If he does not arrive on = 
time, he has to give a detailed accounting 
of the extra minutes to his bossy wife. 
A Richmond husband must accompany his wife every 
place she wishes to go on weekends. She generously per- 
mits him to select his own leisure activities on other days 
when he is too tired after work to be interested in 
anything. 

Bossy wives are notorious for selecting their husbands’ 
secretaries, and many a hard-to-find, competent office girl 
has been chased away by a suspicious spouse. 

A minor sensation was created in an Eastern law office 
when an irate wife literally broke up furniture, threw the 
secretary out the door. ‘The henpecked husband had 
dared to hire a girl whom his wife had not approved. 
Some wives take no chances with secretaries, move into 
their husbands’ offices as receptionists, bookkeepers, tech- 
nicians, and secretaries. 

Characteristically, henpecking wives always lay down 
the law on who will and who will not be acceptable as 
guests in the home. A Western widower, married to a 
southern belle half his age, has been compelled to give up 
all his former friends for her new ones. And, an Eastern 
doctor is forced to entertain his cronies in his office after 
hours as his wife does not allow them in “her” home. 

Strangely, there are men who apparently enjoy being 
henpecked. An Ohio physician is famous for prefacing 
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Singer Says ‘To Be Henpecked Is To Be Dead’ 


statements with a respectful “my wife says,” rarely ex- 
presses an observation of his own. 

To cite another case, a Houstonian does all the laundry, 
dish-washing, house-cleaning and marketing under the 
direction of his wife. And a Midwest ex-husband still 
waits for his former wife to okay any purchases for his 
second wife’s home. The ex-wife, who has since remar- 
ried, so completely dominates his existence, she is re- 
ferred to “as the woman with two husbands.” 

Recently a well-known singing star cracked the whip, 
brought her drummer mate heeling home, on the day of 
his proposed departure for a European engagement. And 
the wife of another favorite entertainer thinks nothing 
of bawling him out in public, using salty vocabulary. 

Dr. Dalton claims a henpecked husband is aware of his 
unenviable position, but sometimes accepts it from a feel- 
ing of guilt, or because he is too weak to resist, or because 
he lives in a world of his own and may not even hear his 
wife’s yapping. 

Henpecking, however, often creates such hostility in a 
man that an amicable adjustment is impossible, and the 
marriage ends in divorce. 

A San Francisco man, in a jesting manner, summed up 
his views thusly: “A henpecked husband is like the guy 
who has his head in a lion’s mouth. He must be particu- 
lar how he wiggles, but he sure hopes to get free.” 

Jesting aside, at least one woman, singer Josephine 
Premice, would free all henpecked males. “I can’t stand 
a henpecked man,” she scorns, for “to be henpecked is to 
be dead!” While offering no expert opin- 
ion on henpecking, the singer, who pre- 
fers men be “lord and master,” blames 2) 
henpecking on “our attitudes toward life, e@ 
love and the pursuit of happiness.” In 
contrast, there is hardly a henpecked 
European, she claims. Reason: “European 
marriages,” she says, “are more romantic, 

American marriages are more material.”

© In the history of American men of science, Negro 
names like Benjamin Banneker, George Washington 
Carver and Percy Julian are established as top bracket 
notables. Along with these, the name of Dr. Daniel Hale 
Williams has long merited recognition but he has often 
been forgotten because of much contro- 
versy regarding his career. Target of 
indiscriminate mud-slinging during his 
career, he was maligned and slandered 
by gossiping patients as well as jealous 
professional men. Even his undisputed 
feat of being the first surgeon to operate 
successfully on the human heart was 
challenged by some. 


Dr. Williams @ But time has a way of healing 
breaches and lapses in history and now just recognition 
has come to the great surgeon in a documented, provoca- 
tive book, Doctor Dan (Little, Brown: $5) by Helen 
Buckler. More than just an account of his amazing deeds 
with scalpel and forceps, Doctor Dan reveals some of the 
shady politics that eventually resulted in Williams’ death 
in virtual obscurity although he founded Chicago’s Provi- 
dent Hospital, as well as the National Medical Associa- 
tion. Miss Buckler pictures Dr. Williams as a well-mean- 
ing surgeon who became entangled with politicians when 
he attempted to get better medical care for Negroes. 


@ His standing feud with Chicago’s Dr. George Cleveland 
Hall as well as his differences with Booker T. Washing- 
ton are detailed in several chapters, in which Miss Buck- 
ler is not flattering to either of these two stalwarts of 
the Negro’s past.

150 yards from the tape and won by six yards in 1:50.

The referendum 
ended a brief experiment (since March) by the city com- 
mission permitting Negro and white athletes to compete 
together in professional baseball and college track. Mean- 
while, the Houston, Tex., city council ended all segrega- 
tion on three municipal golf courses and the Jacksonville, 
Fla., city council turned its municipal golf course over 
to private interests to keep Negroes from using it. 


Jackie Faces Lawsuit After Slinging Bat 

Erooklyn Dodger baseball star Jackie Robinson faces a 
possible lawsuit from’ a Milwaukee couple who claim the 
bat he angrily tossed on top of the Dodger dugout after 
being thumbed out of a hotly-contested game with the 
Braves, bounced off and hit them. James Stern, attorney 
for Mr. and Mrs. Peter Wolinsky, said the bat hit Mr. 
Wolinsky on the forehead and the end of the bat hit 
Mrs. Wolinsky in the eye. Stern added that if the in- 
juries prove serious they would have no alternative but 
to sue. Robinson, who called the bat-tossing incident 
“strictly an accident” made an immediate apology to 
the Milwaukee spectators, said later: “After all, I 
wouldn’t throw a bat into the grandstand.” 
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Yankees Get Negro Slugger From Okla. Prison Team 

Billy Joe Moore, a six-foot-two, 220-pound, righthanded 
first baseman from the Oklahoma penitentiary, was 
signed by the New York Yankees and sent to Grand Forks, 
N. D., to start his baseball career in the Northern League. 
Moore, convicted for burglary in 1948, and scheduled for 
discharge May 25, 1955, gained attention with his phe- 
nomenal slugging on the prison baseball team. He was 
signed to a $250-a-month contract after a tryout at the 
Yankee Sooner State League farm camp in McAlester. 


Gridder Don Coleman Signs Cardinal Contract 

Don Coleman, 26, Michigan State College’s All-American 
tackle of 1950-51, was signed up by the Chicago Cardinals. 
Coleman, who weighed only 178 when he entered the 
Army in 1952, now weighs 192 pounds after two years of 
service in Korea.

Roosevelt Grier, 240-pound football tackle, won the shot 
put, placed second in the discus and sixth in the javelin 
to lead Penn State University to its first IC4-A outdoor 
track championship in 12 years.
